TONE QUALITY. 
How It Is Attained. 


It is very often said by people 
when discussing radio that a crys- 
tal set is far better than a valve 
set, from a standpoint of quality 
of tone and reproduction, Taking 
this statement broadly, it is cor- 
rect in that the owner of the aver- | 
age crysta) set gets rather better 
clarity than the average user of a 
valve. ; 

Because this is so it must not be 
imagined that the valve set is in- 
capable of reproducing a musical, 
or, for that matter, any programme.’ 

While it ia a fact that the’ re- 
production of a crystal set varies 
with the quality of the parts used, 
it is hardly noticeable on account 
of this small amount of volume de- 
livered into the receiver. On the 
other hand, the differences are am- 
plified many times in the valve set, 
and are therefore much more 
noticeable, being represented . by 
distortions and noise. Yet an- 
other cause ‘of ‘distortion comes 
from the tendency of the. average 
owner to overdrive his set in, and 
endeavour to ‘get  five-valve 
strength out, of a three-valve unit. 

From these facts, then, poor re- 
production in a.valve set is first of 
all due to poor parts, or to the 
parts being used’ beyond their de- 
signed capacity. 

Apart from the overloading that 
a set is subjected to in the ordin- 
ary course of‘ events, the quality of 
the reproduction depends on the 
quality of the audio transformers, 
and, of course, on’ the quality and 


\ tonal purity of the loud speaker. 


Transformers that'in the old days 
were looked on as the best,.lacked 
the ability to faithfully reproduce. 
music or voice over the © whole 
range of frequencies, and where 
they are .used it will be noticed 
-that!the ‘low. notes and the very 
high notes are blurred and _in- 
distinct. Another thing is that 
the voice of tle ‘announcer is very 
often made-thick, so that one has 
to strain ‘to, catch’ what is said. .

How can you improve your. re- 
ceiver to come up.to this standard 
of prefection? you ask, 

The only satisfactory way is to 
discard those old radio transform- 
ers, and replace them with those 
of a later type. . 


Overloading. 

It will probably have been. notic- 
ed by owners of radio sets with 
transformer coupled amplifiers, 
that only two stages of amplifica- 
tion are employed. The reason of 
this is that more would tend to 
make - badly distorted signals, 
Even with only two valves, and 
very good transformers, it is easi- 
ly possible to overload the set so 
that the signals are blurred, A 
good test of this is to tune in the 
set to Brisbane, and then tune in 
to a Southern station, such as 
Farmers, or 3L0. In most cases 
the difference in the quality of the 
reception, will be found to be very, 
much more clearer than our local 
broadcast.’ .The majority of set 
owners are ‘prone to' put this down 
to faulty transmission on the part 
of our. station, but the real fact ta. 
that, owing to the extra power re- 
ceived from local broadcast the set 
is" overloaded,’ and consequently 
distorts, For proof of this.. one 
has only to go to Sydney or Mel. 
bourne, and listen to the com- 
plaints about the mushiness of. 
their local transmission, and the 
beautiful clarity of 4QG. 

While, perhaps, - the average 
amateur or listener-in does not 
even now’ realise that his. set is’ 
overloaded, manufacturers have 
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recognised the fact for quite a 
long time. To combat. it at first, 
what {8 known oa push pull,am- 
plification was resorted to.
